They are most abundant 
in Arctic North America, where 
they annoy woodsmen by rob- 
bing traps and 
from camp sites.

EMPIRE, Colo., April 9 (AP) 

A snowslide deliberately 
started with cannon fire yes- 
terday killed a cameraman film- 
ing the action and a highway 
warning motorists to 
stay away. 

The photographer's helper, 
Roland Wyatt of Salt Lake City, 
was trapped in the fringe of 
the avalanche and clawed his 
way from under two feet of 
snow. 

John Hermann, Salt Lake 
City movie cameraman, and 
Wayne S. Whitlock of Empire, 
maintenance worker for the 
Colorado Highway Department, 
suffocated under tons of snow, 
rock and trees. 

The snowslide was set In mo- 
tion on purpose as part of the 


| highway department's avalanche 


control work along U.S. High- 
way 40 in the Blue Hill area of 


| Berthoud Pass, about 46 miles 


west of Denver 

Experts for the department 
keep close tab on snow accumu- 
lations and at proper times kick 
off the avalanches that menace 
travel by gunfire after the 
highway is closed to travel 

Whitlock, in a highway truck, 
was stationed to warn motorists 

Hermann and Wyatt were on 
‘the highway with their cam- 
| eras set to record the avalanche 

The snow mass flowed over 
a 100-foot deep gulch and shot 
up the opposite slope, burying 
the highway under 20 feet of 
snow. The slide was 1500 feet 
wide.

A jury was selected yesterday 
after Judge George H. Moore 
overruled a defense motion to 
suppress the evidence. In an 
opening statement, Assistant 
United States Attorney Forrest 
Boecker said the Government 
would show that Costello or- 
dered three revolvers in Gran- 
ite City, and that Cannella 
aided in bringing the weapons 
into Missouri. Defense attorneys 
reserved their opening state- 
ment. 

Costello, a central figure {in 
the missing Greenlease ransom 
inquiry, was indicted on four 
counts, and Cannella on three, 
April 23, 1956. They were 
charged in one count with con- 
spiring to ship two .38-caliber 
revolvers from Granite City to 
St. Louis in December, 1955. 
Each was named in separate 
counts charging the shipping of 
a revolver, and Costello was 
named as receiving a revolver. 

The federal firearms act pro- 
hibits a person convicted of a 
felony involving violence from 
shipping firearms interstate, or 
receiving weapons so shipped. 
The indictment pointed out 
that Costello was convicted of 
burglary, a crime of violence. 
Maximum punishment on con- 
viction under the firearms act 
is five years in prison and a 
| $2000 fine on each count. 
| Cannella was reported to 
| have become ill from fright 
| when questioned about the re- 
volvers, but later appeared 
twice before the federal grand 
jury.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 9— 
A bill to prohibit discrimination 
in the hiring of state employes 
because of their race, creed or 
color was passed today by the 
House, 82 to 17, and now goes 
to the Senate. 

A similar bill was approved 
in the House last session, but 
died in the Senate. The cur- 
rent measure was sponsored 
Ky Representatives James P. 
Troupe Sr. (Dem.), St. Louis, 
one of the state’s four Negro 
legislators. 

Speaking in opposition to the 
bill, Representative Ealum E. 
Bruffett (Rep.), Hammond, said: 


“You can’t legislate the minds | 
and feelings of the people. This 
bill would only aggravate the 
problem of the minority group. 
Let’s quit kidding ourselves. 
Laws like this are no good. 
They have no effect and just 
clutter up the books.” 


Loan Measure Beaten. 


A bill which would increase 
to $600 the legal maximum for 
loans which could be charged 
interest rates of approximately 
27 per cent a year was defeated 
today by the House Banks and 
Banking Committee. The pres- 
ent limit is $400. Loans over 
that amount can carry interest 
rates not exceeding 8 per cent. 


The committee voted 5 to 5. | 
Failure of the bill to obtain a 
majority vote means that it will 
be reported unfavorably to the 
House, Committee Chairman 
DeVere Joslin (Dem.), Rolla, 
said. Favorable committee ac- 
tion was urged by representa- 
tives of the Missouri Bankers 
Association and Small Loan 
Association.

John Bokdin Adams was ac- 
quitted today of a charge of 
murdering an 81-year-old widow 
to get a chest of antique silver 
and a Rolls Royce from her es- 
tate. 

Attorney General Sir Reginald 
Manningham-Buller immediate- 
ly quashed a secret indictment 
accusing Adams of killing a 
second wealthy patient last 
summer. 

Dr. Adams still has minor 
charges hanging over him of 
violating the cremation act. 

The jury of 10 men and two 
women deliberated only 44 min- 
utes in acquitting the 58-year- 
old bachelor physician. The 
verdict ended a 17-day hearing 
in London's famed Old Bailey, 
the longest murder trial in 
British history. 

Dr. Adams had been arrested 
after a prolonged Scotland Yard 
investigation into rumors that 
he had profited from the deaths

“vigilance” was launched inside 
the Soviet Union and the “spec- 
ter of the foreign enemy” was 
raised once again. 

The Israeli attack on Egypt 
and the British-French 
vention in Suez gave the Soviet 
an opportunity to move atten- 
tion away from Hungarian de- 
velopments. It moved quickly 
with every trick of the propa- 
ganda trade. 

Rise in U.S. Prestige. 


In the wake of the Suez crisis, 
however, the Soviet Union saw 
American prestige rise steadily 
fn the troubled Middle East. 
Then came the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine with its promise of eco- 
nomic and military aid to coun- 
tries of that area and its warn- 
ing against the danger of Com- 
munist infiltration. 

Even more disturbing from 
Moscow’s point of view was the 
announcement at the Bermuda 
conference that the United 
States was going to join the 
military committee of the Bagh- 
dad Pact. The weakest area 
along the Soviet Union’s bor- 
ders with the non-Communist 
world was being strengthened. 

In the midst of these develop- 
ments came President Eisen- 
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lin as similar Soviet assurances 
would receive in the West. 

There is no doubt that in 
these recent developments So- 
viet leaders see a genuine 
threat to their security. Their 
reaction has been to try to 
frighten the smaller nations 
from co-operating with the 
United States. 

Discipline Tightened 

In response to the develop- 
ments of recent months the So- 
viet Union has announced its 
determination to stay strong 
militarily. Without reversion to 
sue midnight knock on the door, 
it has sought to tighten the 
Siceipline of-its own people. A 
similar and even more elabo- 
rate. program of “vigilance” is 
under-way in most of the satel- 
lites. To bolster those regimes

Licensing TV Repair 
To the Evitor of the Post-Dispatch 

‘Ir answer to J. P. Hardt, who 

wrote to you last week concerning 
House Bill 424, I would like to point 
out that this bill would in no way 
réstrict the rights of individual 
owners repairing their own televi- 
sion or radio. The bill is not in- 
tended in any way to prevent own- 
ers from doing as they please with 
their equipment, This would be un- 
constitutional and I would be the 
first’ to oppose such a measure. 
.~2j1-B. 424 is actually a protective 
measure. The only present Tre- 
course to excess charges or improper 
repair is court action. If the amount 
is small, the cost of suing would be 
prohibitive. 

This bill would require every ser\ 
ire or repairman to be licensed with 
the State of Missouri. A test woul 
be required to obtain a license. In 
the event repairs were not carried 
out according to contract, or an over- 
charge were made, or fraud perpe- 
trated, the owner could go to the 
commission, who would in turn hear 
the complaint, and finding the com- 
plaint justified, would advise the re- 
pairman to refund the complainant's 
money. If the money were not re- 
funded within 90 days, it would be 
paid out of the posted bond. 

I-do not feel that this bill would 
work hardship on any qualified and 
honest repairman.

While a few so-called unscrupulous 
mav “be charging higher prices for 
their work, the passage of this bill 
would give all service and repair 
men a legitimate excuse for raising 
their prices to compensate for the 
added expense of operation.

Follow the British? 


The revolution in British military policy an- 
nounced last week by Prime Minister Mac- 
millan is one of those profound events whose 
consequences spread out in ever-widening cir- 
cles. The essence of the new policy is that 
Britain has decided to rely almost entirely on 
nuclear weapons for defense and that accord- 
ingly it is severely cutting its conventional mil- 
itary forces. 

Inevitably this will have its bearing on de- 
fense policies in the United States and fore- 
most among the results could be the throwing 
of a greater defense burden on this country. 
Nearly a decade ago Britain found too heavy 
the load of underwriting the defense against 
Communist aggression in Greece. When Britain 
bowed out of Greece, the United States stepped 
in and our military mission in effect directed 
the defense for which American citizens paid. 
Following our efforts in Greece and Turkey 
came the Marshall plan for Europe—a large in- 
vestment but one that paid large dividends. 

- . « 

Certainly if Britain is halving its conventional 
military personnel just at a time when efforts 
are being renewed to get Germany into the 
NATO defense force, this withdrawal must 
be made up some way. Either that or other 
nations may seek to reduce their forces and 
NATO, already under pressure, will be sub- 
Stenti.’y weakened. 

It would be a mistake to see the British move 
solely in terms of a belief by London that the 
time has come to put all Britain's defense eggs 
in the atomic basket as more effective and hence 
more desirable. The fact is that the British 
economic crisis continues to put a premium on 
economy in government expenditures. In Brit- 
ain, as in the United States, defense has taken 
a lion’s bite out of the budget. A severe cut in 
British military outlays equals a major saving 
in the cost of government that the British tax- 
payer must meet out of his pocket. 

If this is good for Britain why is it not good 
for the United States? In the first place no one 
knows now whether it is good for anyone. If 


conventional defense forces were to be aban- 
doned in favor of atomic weapons, then any 
military outbreak in the future would run the 


grave risk of setting off a worldwide holocaust 
that could devastate the earth. 

The only safe course for the United States, 
in our opinion, is to be prepared to defend the 
national security with ground troops and con- 
ventional weapons, if they will suffice, or with 
nuclear weapons if we are attacked with atomic 
bombs from the skies. Meantime we should con- 
tinue to search through the U.N. for a solution 
to the atomic arms contest in the hope of work- 
ing out eventually with the Soviet Union a 
disarmament plan protected by a system of 
mittual fool-proof inspection of each other's 
military instal'ations. 

Until that day of safety arrives, the United 
States must, in our opinion, in order to mect 
any emergency, large or small, continue to build 
up its nuclear weapons strength and, so to 
speak, cover its bet with adequate convent'onal 
defense forces. 

. id . 

If the civilized world could be safe in the 
thought that nuclear war would be so horrible 
that no one would touch it off, then the British 
decision is one that all nations, including the 
United States, could adopt as their own. But in 
a world that produces Hitlers and Stalins, to 
say nothing of other dictators, there is no such 
safety. There is always the danger that a 
madman would start a war that then could be 
fought only with nuclear arms. 

As between a big defense budget and a less 
costly military policy that invites the unloosing 
of atomic war on the world, the choice, in our 
opinion, is entirely clear. It is to pay the 
higher defense costs. Doubtless there are both 
military planners and Cabinet budgeteers in 
Washington only too ready to follow the British; 
it could be tragic for them to take control. 

President Eisenhower has restrained the 
military hotheads in the past. He may well 
have his biggest restraining operation yet ahead 
of him. 
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Good News on the Road 

The traffic accident toll is running about 
5 per cent below 1956 thus far this year ac- 
cording to data compiled by the Northwestern 
University Traffie Institute. Twenty-nine states 
have reported fewer accidents, 17 an increase 
and two no change. Although this is only a 
faintly hopeful indication it is one that will 
be earerly watched. It is enough to encourage 
the safety experts, the state troopers, the state 
highway departments, the legislators who have 
been modernizing traffic laws and, aove all, 
the motorist who sometimes wonders if his 
own road courtesy and consideration pay off. 
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Closing the Doors of Hope 

The word from Washington is that the Hun- 
garian refugee program has not been stopped 
officially, but the opinion persists that only a 
few hundred more “freedom fighters” will be 
admitted to the United States before quota re- 
strictions are again applied. There may be 
some ground for this feeling in the way ad- 
missions have slowed down, 

There are, however, at least 2000 refugees in 
Vienna whose closest relatives already are in 
the United States. There are anothcr 8(9) hep- 
ing to come over because relatives, although 
not next of kin, now are in the United States. 
Are these homeless ones to be disappointed? 
Will the United States by refusal, if not by 
direct order, be party to a separation of fam- 
ilies which recalls the Evangeline story? 

This country is big enough and prosperous 
enough to take in a few thousand more of 
these brave people, We can accommodate 
them more readily than little Austria and 
Yugoslavia provide for larger numbers, There 
is no serious security risk involved. Investiga- 
tion has revealed only a smal] handful of Com- 
muni-ts among the refugees and most of these 
may now be disgusted ex-Communists. What 
of our stature in the eycs of the humanitarians 
of the world? As The New. York Times com- 
ments: 

Something is obviously wrong. It was 
wrong when there had to be such a strain- 
ing to stretch the laws and regulations in 
the first place in the interest of simple hu- 
manity. Something is wrong now if we 
allow ourselves to close the door of hope 


and liberty on the remaining pitiful pe- 
titioners. 
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Cool Notes for a Warm Day 

The timing of this bit of news from St. 
Iouis Public Service Co. might have been 
more seasonable, but the intent is good, so 
we applaud. 

Public Service expects to have 100 air- 
conditioned express busses in operation by 
June 6, completely equipping seven express 
lines. This will be the largest fleet of air- 
conditioned busses ever used in: city transit 
anywhere. In the past few years Public 
Service has developed some sound ideas for 


encouraging the riding public to ride, includ- 
ing park-ride, and air conditioned busses are 
another. At this point in April it may be some- 
what hard to imagine that an air-conditioned 
transit ride can be a thing of beauty and a 
joy from June to September, but that time 
will come. It always does in St. Louis. 
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The Last Ship Is Raised 


With the salvage of the sunken frigate 
Abukir, the Suez Canal has finally been 
cleared for shipping. In the atmosphere of 
bluster diplomacy prevailing in the Middle 
East, it is sometimes hard to realize that prog- 
ress can be made. 

Eight months ago Col, Nasser nationalized 
the Suez canal, just after Secretary of State 
Duiles withdrew an offer to help build Egypt's 
Aswan dam. Five months ago Israel, France 
and Britain invaded the canal zone and were 
halted by the pressure of the United Nations 
and the United States. The canal was 
blocked by Nasser’s deliberate sabotage. 


Today the canal awaits a formal reopening. 
This is progress, though it is only progress 
toward the status quo which existed eight 
months ago. But at least the canal is phys- 
ically available for the use for which it was 
intended — for ships of all nations — and 
whether it will be used that way is more 
clearly a question confronting the Egyptian 
Government. 

Vithin a few days one “government- 
inspired” Cairo newspaper has spoken of a 
Geneva conference to discuss the canal prob- 
lem, while two other newspapers “speaking 
for the government” have denied the report. 
For backing and filling in Cairo, this is cer- 
tainly par. But the reports do show that 
Nasser clings to the principle of unilateral 
Egyptian operation of the canal, and to the 
belief that he can deny the canal to Israeli 
shipping. 

Whether the canal is to be as open as it 
should be now depends on how the West 
deals with Col. Nasser on these two points. 
And of the two, the latter is more important 
than the former. The West has wisely aban- 
doned opposition to Egypt’s nationalization of 
the canal, and thus can only hope to modify 
Egypt’s operation of it. But Egypt, as well as 
the West, is party to the 1888 convention de- 
claring the canal open to ships of all nations 
in war or peace. 

Col. Nasser is on weak grounds in defying 
that principle, and the West will be on the 
strongest ground in placing freedom of canal 
navigation first in efforts to bring peace to 
the Middle East. 
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In Tribute to a Pioneer Mother 
The Planned Parenthood Association of St. 
Louis is celebrating the completion of 25 years 
of activities in this community. Its beginnincs 
back in 1932 were modest and tentative. Six 
people who believed in the principle of family 
planning by parents got together, organized 
the Maternal Health Association and made ar- 
rangements for the first clinic in St. Louis. 

Three years later the efforts of the or- 
ganizers were beginning to receive recognition 
in St. Louis. More than 100 volunteer solicitors 
raised $4500 from 619 donors. By 1938 the num- 
ber of annual patients exceeded 1700. Last 
year 87 medical students and 273 student nurses 
received training through Planned Parenthood. 
The number of solicitors was doubled, the 
donors nearly tripled and the fund raised was 
six times the amount in 1935. In 1956 more than 
3000 patients visited the clinic at 4817A Delmar 
boulevard. 

This year the organization has undertaken 
a goal of $35,000. Although a member of the 
Social Planning Council, the Planned Parent- 
hood Association is not a member of the Com- 
munity Fund. Doubtless this is a sound de- 
cision on the part of all concerned. Planned 
Parenthood is a controversial organization in 
the religious field. The St. Louis Ministerial 
Alliance has indorsed it, but its policies and 
activities are strongly opposed by the Roman 
Catholic clergy. It would be most unfortunate 
to involve the Community Fund in a controversy 
so unnecessary in united fund raising. 

The current twenty-fifth anniversary obser- 
vance in St. Louis is in the nature of a tribute 
to Margaret Sanger of New York, mother of 
three children, who has been the world leader 
of the planned parenthood movement. If seems 
scarcely possible that in 1915 she could have 
been indicted in federal court for sending pleas 
for birth control through the mails and that it 
took appeals to President Wilson to bring public 
opinion to her support. Time works its 
changes and the revised attitude toward Mar- 
garet Sanger and her pioneering around the 
earth is one of the most significant changes of 
the last half century. 
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The Ross Case, Bit by Bit 


The brother-in-law of former Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert Tripp Ross says Mr. 
Ross once helped him out in a problem of de- 
fense contracts, but denies there was any “im- 
propricty.” Though House investigators are 
not disposed to make a big thing of the pro- 
pricty issue, it should be noted that most of 
the facts of the case have had to be dragged 
out by congressional inquiry. 

Last January the Defense Department ad- 
mitted that an $834,150 Army contract for 
trousers had been awarded three months ear- 
lier to a firm headed by its Assistant Secre- 
tary’s wife. The department still did not know 
whether the conflict of interest law had been 
violated, so Congress began its inquiry. 

Mr. Ross said he had nothing to do with this 
contract and had severed his relations with his 
wife’s firm. At this point the public knew only 
about one-contract and one firm. But later it 
appeared that Mr. Ross’s brother-in-law, Her- 
man D. Wynn, had also won a number of de- 
fense contracts. Mr. Ross said he had resigned 
from the Wynn enterprises and again denied 
impropriety. 

In the interim Mr. Ross tock a leave of ab- 
sence as Assistant Secretary pending results 
of the investigation. A month later, as the in- 
quiry was getting well under way, he resigned 
altogether. Then the investigators learned 
from the Marine Corps that Mr. Ross had ar- 
ranged a meeting with the Corps for Mr. Wynn. 
Mr. Wynn has now confirmed that, but says 
no “pressure” was put on anybody and there 
was no impropriety. 

In sum, the public did not find out from Mr. 
Ross that his wife’s firm had a defense contract, 
it did not find out from Mr. Ross that his 
brother-in-law had defense contracts, and. it 
did not find out from Mr. Ross or his brother- 
in-law that Mr. Ross had as a defense officer 
assisted his brother-in-law in a contract matter. 

Perhaps there was no serious conflict of in- 
terest in the Ross case, but there was much 
less than frankness in it. If this were 1950 
instead of 1957, and if refrigerators and mink 
coats were involved, the outcry in Washington 
might be a little louder.

The Case for a Big Budget

President Eisenhower's budget for 
the coming fiscal year in an amount of 
approximately 72 billion dollars has 
released a flood of discussion. 

Some express the view that this “‘big- 
gest budget ever in peacetime” is too 
large. Others, like myself, feel that it in- 
volves so moderate an appraisal of 
national needs and capabilities as to 
err on the side of understatement. 


In size, the new budget will repre- 
sent about 16 per cent of our total na- 
tional production during the year to 
which it applies. In scope, items in 
the budget designed to buy education 
and resource development, national se- 
curity and international economic 
assistance are even more important 
than the private buying of millions of 
higher-horsepowered automobiles every 
year. Thus, if we did not apply at 
least as much informed intelligence to 
the things we do together as a nation 
as we apply to the things we do indi- 
vidually through private buying, we 
would become singularly deficient in 
some of the things that matter most. 

For we are in a historic contest with 
totalitarian states, who manage and di- 
rect their total economic resources 
through a single and unchallengeable 
authority. Our problem is not to ape 
their methods and thus lose what we 
value most, but rather to prove that 
under our free institutions we can 
none the less exhibit the economic self- 
discipline to put first things first, 


Security Outlays Are Down 


Outlays for national security pur- 
poses are now the preponderant ele- 
ment in the federal budget. These out- 
lays have declined from 14.1 per cent 
of our total national production in fis- 
cal 1953 to an estimated 9.6 per cent 
in the current fiscal 1957. 

The sharply declining trend in se- 
curity outlays would seem to have been 
governed more by unrealistic economic 
analysis as to what our economy could 
afford than by informed national se- 
curity judgment. 

The President's new budget for fis- 
cal 1958 makes only token additions 
in most of these areas other than na- 
tional security, and as a percentage 
of our total national production the 
trend will continue downward. 

Assuredly, by these fair tests, we 
are not as a nation putting first things 
first. But the claim is asserted that 
our economy cannot afford more with- 
out being imperiled or even ruined by 
inflation. 

First of all, it is necessary to dispel 
the current confusion between two en- 
tirely different types of so-called in- 
flationary situations. The first type 
almost never occurs in the American 
economy except under conditions of 
total war, or in the first stages of mo- 
bilization for smaller wars—when total 
demand for goods and services far ex- 
ceeds the nation’s productive power. 


Expansion ‘Much Too Low’ 


The current so-called inflationary 
situation is entirely different. The 
total private and public demand for 
goods and services is far short of the 
nation’s productive potential, and the 
over-all rate of economic activity and 
——— has been much too low. 

uring the seven-year period 1947-53, 
the total economy expanded at an aver- 
age annual rate of about 4.7 per cent 
in real terms. (adjusting for price 
change); during 1953-56, the rate fell 
to about 2.6 per cent. 

Considering that the average annual 
rate of our real growth during the past 
forty years has been about 3 per cent, 
and since World War II much higher, 
it is clear that recent developments 
have accompanied a downswing far be- 
low the rate of growth consistent with 
full and efficient use, without inflation, 
of a growing labor force and a rapidly 
‘advancing technology. If only our do- 
mestic needs were to be considered, 


these trends might not be quite so 
alarming. But while we have most 
recently advanced our over-all produc- 
tion at an annual rate of only about 2.5 
per cent, the Soviets are advancing 
several times as fast. 

Serious imbalances are also develop- 
ing within the private structure which 
stunt economic growth and threaten 
economic stability. During the 1953- 
56 period as a whole, personal interest 
income has been advancing about 65 
per cent faster than wages, and div- 
idend income has been advancing about 
75 per cent faster than wages. Cor- 
porate profits have been advancing 
almost 29 per cent faster than the 
personal income of the people as a 
whole, and investment has grown 
much faster than consumption. 

Consumer incomes, of which wages 
are the major portion, have been ad- 
vancing much too slowly to maintain 
balance between investment and con- 
sumption at a full-employment rate 
of growth, 


New Approach Needed 


These price situations call for an en- 
tirely different type of approach from 
the classical anti-inflationary approach 
which hits the .wrong targets. The 
hard-money policy is an excellent ex- 
ample of this: It exercises almost no 
effective restraint against the parts 
of the economy which have been boom- 
ing relatively too rapidly, such as in- 
vestment in plant and equipment. 

But the hard-money policy is oper- 
ating severely against the very parts 
of the economy which are relatively 
depressed and under-utilized — the 
small business man, the farmer, the 
home builder, and the low-income con- 
sumer-purchaser of durables. In addi- 
tion, the hard-money policy is holding 
back needed public improvements. 


What are the central approaches 
which we should now take? 

(1) We need, through the Economic 
Reports of the President, to have 
placed before the Congress and the 
public a National Economic Budget, 
which depicts the true nature of our 
productive capabilities and our prior- 
ities of need. We cannot afford more 
and we need to afford many things— 
if we produce too little. 


America’s Non-Secret Weapon 


(2) We need a federal budget, {n the 
framework of the national economy, 
which fulfills the essential purpose of 
meeting our prime priorities. If we 
cannot, even with our tremendous re- 
sources, have “all this and heaven too,” 
we must find ways to restrain the 
superfluous while doing the essential 
in order to make more secure our 
place upon this earth. 

(3) We need to examine why some 
prices are rising so fast, and why 
some incomes and production are rising 
relatively fast too, even though the 
economy as a whole is lagging. A Con- 
gressional investigation would help. 

(4) We need to substitute for the 
hard-money policy, which rations re- 
sources and rewards in the wrong di- 
rection, general monetary policies 
which reverse this trend. 

We need, above all, to awaken to the 
fact that the world-wide challenge can- 
not be met by economic cliches, nor 
by applying to the Nineteen Fifties a 
line of economic thinking which was 
“advanced” in the Thirties. Instead of 
merely storing weapons in the cellar 
to fight a depression if and when one 
might arrive, we should unsheathe fully 
our greatest non-secrct weapon, our 
unequaled productive power,

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Between Book Ends 


Legend of Southern Depravity 


THE INNOCENT, by Madison Jones. (Har- 
court Brace, 370 pgs., $4.75.) 


The legend of Southern depravity, 
carefully fostered by Faylkner, adds 
another chapter in this first novel by a 
native Tennesseean. Here once more is 
the nightmare of cruelty to men aad 
animals, the sadistic depravity which 
erupts in meaningless violence. What 
these writers seem to wish continually 
to tell us is that inbred depths of 
savagery are the inheritance of a way 
of life. Whether this civil war of broth- 
er against brother, of individual with 
society, will burn itself out only the 
pages of the future can say. 

Duncan Welsh, the protagonist of 
this story, comes home again to the 
eroding acres of his family farm in Ten- 
nessee. He has been away to college, 
to an agp newspaper drudgery in 
Northern cities, to a loveless marriage. 
The book opens with a symbolic pro- 
logue, a sketch of death and defeat— 
a preview of the 
remaining pages. 
Home, Duncan in- 
sults his_ sister, 
tries to turn the 
clock back to an 
earlier day in which 
a fabulous stallion 
again becomes the 
emblem of individ- 
ual defeat in the 
dust of human fe- 
rocity. Gradually, 
inevitably, Duncan 
loses his own hu- 
manity, becomes in- 
volved with the 
wild moonshiner, 
Aaron McCool, and stumbles headlong 
into a welter of blood and killing. 

This is the futile sadism of the early 
Elizabethans, a very delight in tor- 
ment. Are the Southern novelists try- 
ing to say that man is evil by nature? 
Or is this the heritage of slavery, the 
decayed fruit of a land where men 
were animals, a commodity for use. 
And today, indrawn, self-condemned 
and rejected, the isolated islands dwin- 
die away, back in the hills, in the 
haunts of the red-necks, the wool-hats, 
and the crackers. 

Jones writes it well, in loving and 
cherishing the thing which alternately 
charms and repels. The land itself, 
the vanishing way of life, the thoughts 
and manners—these are his people 
clearly and he is bound to them clearly 
vith deep affection. Of the land espe- 
cially, his language is a love song, 
leisured and cultivated in tender at- 
tentions. But his book also is most

masculine, forceful, vigorous, a hymn ; 


to virility. 

What is this “Innocent’’? A “natural” 
—a man without a mind, a throw-back 
who deludes himself in a false search 
for freedom which ends only in license. 
The victim—for Duncan is that, rather 
than any hero—the victim of himself, 
this is a figure in Greek tragedy. Here 
is the Southern reincarnation of the 
archaic inevitability of the Medea. But 
where Euripides found a probiem oi 
good and evil, of meaning for man, this 
is a story without an end, only the 
mounting crescendo of wunreasoning 
fury. COLLIER FORD.

Irresistible Scallions 


HOSE bunches of scallions, 

or onions, as you may 

call them, are irresistible 
when they first come to market. 
Nothing is better than these 
with fresh bread and butter. 

When I was a child, we could 
hardly wait for the plants at 
the foot of the garden to spring 
through the ground. Then we 
had to wait a week or two be- 
fore they could be picked and 
enjoyed. 

Later when they had become 
a little strong for eating in raw 
form, we found that the small 
bulbs with a few inches of the 
green tops could be cooked and 
dressed with a cream sauce. 
These were always served on 
toast and sometimes sprinkled 
with grated cheese. 

The small white enions that 
are often known as “boilers” 
have a much longer season than 
scallions. After peeling them, 
I like to cook them in butter 
over low heat and covered. No 
water is needed if directions 
are followed. 

If you prefer to have these 
slightly browned, the cover can 
be removed after the onions 
are tender and they can be 
tossed in the butter when the 
heat is increased. If you like 
them with a glaze, they may 
be sprinkled with a little sugar 
at this point. 


Buttered Onions 

Ingredients: 1% pounds 
onions % cup butter. 

Wash and peel onions. Melt 
butter in heavy saucepan, add 
onions, cover and cook over 
low heat 20 to 40 minutes until 
tender. No seasoning is neces- 
sary when onions are cooked in 
this way, and even strong-fla- 
vored onions will be sweet and 
delicate. Yield: six servings.

fluences in their lives, pick 
your own friends carefully.

mon. 

It often {is said that city par- 
ents know nothing about the 
families of the youngsters with 
whom their own boys and girls 
associate.

THE BIG QUESTION, then, 
is “What kind of families are 
similar?” If yours is a family 
with low standards, bad morals, 
lax sexual practices, or easy 
change of wives and husbands, 
your friends are probably of 
the same sort and your children 
are brought up in that kind of 
a circle. 

The more a family has in 
common with its friends, the 
less is the rate of arrest for 
juvenile delinquency among its 
offspring, and the lower is the 
rate for divorce or desertion. 
“It becomes clear that families 
which surround themselves with 
other families of similar values 
significantly reduce both juven- 
ile arrest rates and divorce 
rates.” Every city studied, 
whether it was New Orleans or 
St. Louis, Boston or Omaha, 
Denver or Long Beach, showed 
the same result.

THERE is nothing surprising 
about this, but the statistical 
results ought to encourage par- 
ents who want to build char- 
acter in their children. Get 
yourself the right kind of 
friends—and this may mean 
that you'll have to drop the 
wrong kind. You may have to 
move into a new neighborhood. 
You may have to improve your 
own standards in order to be 
able to associate with the kind 
of people whose families will 
furnish good surroundings for 
your boys and girls and, a little 
later, suitable wives and chil- 
dren for them. But it’s worth 
a good deal of effort and some 
expense, to get into such com- 
pany and stay there.

Fix It Yourself

Cutting "Glass. 

NE very essential piece of 
() equipment that is necessary 

for replacing a broken win- 
dow pane is a hunk of glass and 
the glass must be the correct 
size to fit the opening in the 
sash. You can get the glass cut 
to size at your hardware store 
or you can do the cutting job 
yourself. 

Regardless of which method 
you use, the first job is to 
measure the size of the opening 
to see how large the glass 
should be. Better measure all 
four sides of the opening be- 
cause in many older window 
sashes the openings won’t be 
square. The glass should be 
cut about one-eighth shorter 
and narrower than the actual 
size of the opening to take care 
of any irregularities in the glass 
left from the cutting. 

Glass is easy to cut at home 
with an inexpensive glass cut- 
ter. Place the glass on a flat 


smooth surface. Wipe the glass 
clean with some turpentine or 
kerosene. Lay a straightedge 
on the glass and hold it in place 
with one hand. Take the cutter 
in the other hand, dip the cut- 
ting wheel in kerosene or tur- 
pentine and then run the cutter 
along the glass so that the little 
wheel leaves a_ scored line. 
Don’t’ press too hard on the 
cutter—just enough pressure to 
allow the wheel to score the 
glass. Don’t make more than 
one cut over the glass with the 
cutter.

Walled Town 
In Morocco

MARRAKECH, Morocco. 


E dined last night with the 
W won of the powerful old 

Pasha of Marrakech, El 
Glaoui, in a most beautiful 
house which is‘ the old Pasha’s 
house. There are several broth- 
ers, but all the married ones 
live in separate houses within 
the walled-in grounds. There 
is now harmony between the 
sons of El Glaoul and the 
Sultan—a good thing for this 
country, which needs ynity, not 
division. 

This morning we started in 
three cars for a drive into the 
foothills of the Atlas mountains. 
Just outside one of the city 
gates was a great assemblage 
of about 200 camels, and our 
photographers stopped for that.

LATER WE PASSED a well 
from which a bullock was pa- 
tiently drawing up water for 
irrigation—a slow business, but 
it works in many of these coun- 
tries. We had a wonderful view 
of the village of Demnat and 
the mountains from the resi- 
dence of the Caid, who had pre- 
pared the usual Arab feast for 
what we had thought would be 
a picnic! The feasts, I am sure, 
are never eaten as home meals. 
They are too elaborate and 
keep one long at table, but they 
symbolize the Moroccan’s de- 
sire to give you his best. They 
are a very kind and friendly 
people, 

When we came to the gate 
of the walled-in village or small 
town, after lunch, all the people 
were out to greet us. They had 
made an American flag them- 
selves to put over the gate.

I WALKED through many of 
the streets of the Moslem town, 
to be greeted in friendly fash- 
ion. Then we drove up to a 
vantage point to get a view of 
the city from above. It is be-
